ADORNA SCORES.

BREEDERS’ STAKES.

The racing at Derby yesterday scarcely main- 
tained the meeting's reputation as‘ being one 
of the best decided during the Autumn, Very 
frequently the Nursery season commences here, 
and that lends a certain amount of distinction 
to the gathering. At the same time, racing 
here has never been the same since the days of 
the late Duke of Devonshire, who for so many 
years was its staunchest patron. 

Yesterday two horses. were successful] that 
have beey running throughout the season with 
persistent bad luck. These were Polista and 
Adorna, who each scored for the first time 
after repeatedly finishing second and third. 
Both, strangely enough, are owned by their 
trainers. Poliste’s success was in the Shipley 
Hall Plate, in which her way was to some 
extent cleared when the favourite, Alderton, 
swerved so badly. An unknown boy, Scarfe, 
rode Meerschaum, and he is not likely ‘readily 
to forget his first public appearance in the 
saddle, for he was twice thrown. and the horse 
bolied with him almost to the end of the 
straight. Badnabay, who beat older horses in 
the Breadsall Selling Plate, is certainly not 
being overlooked. This was only his third 
race and he has not yet been beaten, and his 
merits are now eo fully recognised that, whilst 
on his previous success it cost only 10 guineas 
to retain him, his buying-in price was now 800 
guineas, and he is wel! worth the money. 

Miltiades was an unexpected favourite for 
the Champion Breeders’ Foal Stakes, but he 
has evidently come on apace since finishing 
down the course in his only other race, the 
New Stakes, at Ascot. Beary rode a par- 
ticularly smart race after Kinsman had looked 
very much like the winner, but had little in 
hand at the finish. Miltiades, who takes after 
his sire, Hapsburg, is a half brother to a Cam. 
bridgeshire winner, Zinovia. both horses «port- 
ing the colours of the Greek merchant. Mr. Z. 
Michalinos. 

Adorna, by her persistent defeats, had gained 
4 reputation for greenness, but there was no 
trace of it in her manner of running in the 
Hartington Plate. in which she clearly 
accounted for Count Ross, who, in Donoghue’s 
hands, had been a good favourite.

The Indian Services. 


The Government of Ind'‘a’s circular to 
the local Governments and Administra- 
tions on the subject of the Indianisation 
of the Services was despatched on the 30th 
May. The intervening weeks have been 
fruitful of discussion and criticism, for 
the most part adverse, of the policy indi- 
cated by the document. In Indian adminis- 
trative circles the question of the Indian- 
isation of the Services—whcether it is to be 
slow or rapid, and whether it can he 
undertaken without disaster—is chiefly 
eanvassed, In Great Britain, where the 
facts are little understood, these aspects 
of the question appear less weighty than 
the future of the Indian Civil Service as a 
possible or profitable career for young 
Englishmen. In one decreasing respect the 
attractiveness of the Indian Services tu 
these young men is of secondary import- 
ance ; in another it goes to the root of the 
whole matter. Ceteris paribus an Indian 
has a better right to an administrative 
post in India than an Englishman; but 
“other things ' have been in the past, 
and still are, far from equal. The view is 
held widely that to carry Indianisation of 
the Services any further than it has gone 
ean result only in disaster. The circular 
letter of the Government of India is a 
studiously impartial document, in which 
the arguments for and against Indianisa- 
tion are set forth, and the local Govern- 
ments are invited to give their views 
thereon. It is not with’ the contents of 
the document that the critics find fault, 
but with the sending of it at all, The 
mere notion that the rapid and wholesale 
Indianisation of the Indian Services cou! 
be even considered at the present time is 
likely to encourage Indian unrest and 
to discourage the class of Briton 
that hitherto has regarded India as a 


| 


promising field of labour. The matter | 


has now gone far, it is pointed out, 
and. only the most categorical assur- 
ances by the Government that the Indian- 
isation of the higher branches of the 
Indian Civil Service is a remote ideal, and 
not a matter for immediate or even eariy 
consideration, will prevent trouble. In- 
deed, the time when such an assurance 
could do any good may be said to have 
passed. To-day the white Civil Servant 
in India is grossly underpaid, and Indian 
Ministers, who resent his being there at 
all, are bent upon keeping him so. The 
experienced white, colleagues from whom 
the young civilian or policeman learnt 
of the country and its customs are being 
thinned out. It is not a cheerful outlook 
except for those who wish to see India 
become another Russia. 


Wages Disputes. 


An increase of unemployment or a 
further dislocation of public services, as a 
result of wages disprtes, would be a 
lamentable aggravation of the country’s 
troubles. We hope earnestly that common- 
sense and patriotism may avert the 
threatened crises in the Dublin building 
trade and among the postal workers of 
Southern Ireland. In the Dublin building 
trade the employers served notice of a 
“cut ”” which the men refused to 
accept. A strike was prevented at the last 
moment by the intervention of the 
Government, and at a conference yester- 
day the cmployers submitted new pro- 
posals. If these are not accepted, and if 
a strike follows, some 12,000 men will be 
thrown out of work and all building 
operations in the city will be paralysed. 
At a time when unemployment already is 
rife, and the ravages of revolt have sup- 
plied urgent and too abundant work for 
the hammer and trowel, a builder's strike 
would be a double calamity. The Irish 
Postal Union decided yesterday to resist 
the Government's proposed “cut ' by “a 
withdrawal of labour, if necessary.” 
A strike of postal workers, on top of the 
existing disorders, the destruction of 
roads, and the partial failure of railway 
communications, would be an almost fatal 
blow for the surviving trade and commerce 
of [reland.

WEDDING, 


LIMITED EXPENDITURE. 
The Prince-Regent of Japan, who recently 
visited England, has given his oe House- 
hold Department instructions to limit the ex- 
penses of his forthcoming marriage to the 
mininmum. Following those instructions, the 
Minister of the Imperial Household has an- 
ounced that not more than 5,000,000 yen (about 
£500,000) will be spent, which, although. by no 
means a small sum in itself, is little in com- 
parison with the event. lt is less than half 
what it cost his Imperial father, the present 
Emperor, to be married, and that at a time 
when everything cost not more than a quarter 
of what it does to-day. 

Two-thirds of the amount estimated is to be 
spent in preparations for the Imperial wedding 
and in the purchase of gifts. The remaining 
third, about 1,600,000 yen (£160,000) will be 
spent on the ceremony itself, the erection of 
special buildings, purchase of carriages and 
automobiles,and banquets.

The triple bill presented at the Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin, last night included as ite centre-piece a 
new play by M. M. Brennan, author of “ The 
Young Man from Rathmines.”

SIGNTFICANT INCIDENT. 

One small incident which has occurred in 
Limerick is indicative, The disturbance of fairs, 
markets, and roads, and the general sense of 
insecurity, have prevented the small country 
retailers from getting their flour from Limerick. 
The various cottage hearths which bake their 
own bread cannot be supplied; and, on the other 
hand, some of the flour mills im the city cannol 
sell their flour and are likely to be shut down. 
Labour in the district is anxious to keep all 
local industries going lest the ranks of the un- 
employed should be further swelled, and a 
notice has been served upon the bakers that 
they must buy no foreign hour. 

This leaves in an awkward predicament those 
bakers who are expecting cargoes of flour from 
overseas. They cannot afford to cancel thei 
contracts, and to do so would only cause further 
loss and unemployment to labour. Thus the 
vicious circle is completed. 

At present the irregulars themselves seem to 
be advancing further and further, on their 
policy of making life impossible. The mail 
trains from Kilrush to Ennis and from Cahir to 
Limerick Junction were “held up” on Thurs- 
and all the mails were removed. They have 
now, according to their declared intention, 
run the- whole gamut of the methods which 
were employed against the English forces in 
occupation of the country. Unless a period is 
put to their activities the future of Ireland 
would appear to be a vast desolation, in the 
middle of which the few remaining citizens 
which the crippled countryside can support 
will wage an embittered struggle.

The French Government received _ to-day 
through the British Embassy in Paris a coth- 
munication from the British Government, invit- 
ing ‘t to examine the possibility of making re 
presentations with a view to the conclusion of 
an armistice between the Greeks and Turks. A 
reply from. the French Government was sent to 

the British Foreign Office this evening.

Some newspapers, including the Figaro, think 
that the result of the Turks’ victory will affect 
not only the Greeks, but also indirectly their 
protectors. The Action Francaise says that it 
would not be curprising were the Greek defeat 
to have serious consequences in Mesopotamia, 
Palestine. Egypt and further away. 

The Petit Parisien asks :—Would not the best 
solution be for France and Britain to re-estab- 
lish the Turks on both sides of the Straits, and 
thus to enlist the gratitude of their numerous 
Mahommedan subjects” 

The Eelair learns that up to last night no 
confirmation had been received in Paris of the 
London report that Britain had communicated 
with the Allies with a view to bringing about 
an armistice. 

The Excelsior declares that it is by no means 
certain that France and Italy will regard it as 
their duty, even in association with Britain, to 
impose an armistice on the two belligerents.

29 MEN ENTOMBED 
BY EXPLOSION,

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A disastrous coal mine explosion oe- 
curred at Whitehaven, Cumberland, yes- 
terday morning. The workings were blown 
in, and twenty-nine men were entombed, 

Up. to a late hour last night nineteen 
bodies had been recovered. Heroic rescue 
parties worked with feverish haste throuyh- 
out the night, but there is little hope of 
finding any of the entombed men alive. 

Whitehaven was the scene of an explo- 


sion in 1910, when 136 lives were lost. 


STRICKEN WHITEHAVEN. 


° 
ESCUE EFFORTS IN GAS-FILLED 
WORKINGS. 

The town of Whitehaven, in Cumberland, has 
avain been stricken by a serious colliery ex- 
piosion, which, it is feared, has involved a 

heavy death roll. 

The scene of the explosion, which occurred 
between nine and ten o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, is about one and a half miles in the work- 
Ings of the Whitehaven Colliery Company's 
new Haigh Pit, and at the time forty men were 
working on what is known as the Six Quarters 
Seam, in the deepest part of the pit. 

The news spread quickly through the town 
and district; and caused consternation among 
the miners off duty and their families, who, 
with crowds. of other people, flocked to the pit 

ead. 

Twenty-nine mén were entombed: nine bodies 
have been found, and there is very little hope 
that the other twenty men will be found alive. 
Every effort is being made to reach them, but 
the rescuers have encountered serious difficulties, 
and Mr. Robert Steele, the works manager of 
the colliery, and several others, who had been 
straining every nerve to effect a reseue, had 
to be brought up from the pit suffermg from 
the effects of gas fumes. 

There were plenty of volunteers to go down 
the pit in their stead, and men, using the 

Meceo” apparatus, descended. They are re- 
ported to be making satisfactory, if necessarily 
slow, progress, because of the heavy gas and 
the enormous difficulties in timbering the de- 
molished workings as they proceed. 

‘Their heroic work has evoked general admura- 
tion. Some the men have returned to their 
task after being twice gassed. 

SCEN . OF PREVIOUS DISASTER. 

The Haigh Pit adjoins the Wellington Pit, the 
scene of the disaster of 1910, in which 136 lives 
were lost, and about a fortnight ago commynica- 
tion was established between the two pits. lí was 
hoped that some of the men had got away 
through this‘communication into the other pit, 
but it was afterwards’ discovered that a heavy 
fall had occurred on both sides the scene 
of the explosion, so that this means of egress 
has apparently been cut off. 

Three hodies were recovered in the afternoon. 
who had been working a eonsider- 
distance from the spot Where the 
accident occurred. were found dead, which in- 
dicates the terrible and far-reaching character 
of the explosion. The bodies were identified as 
those of Tom Telford, a clipper, of Arrasmoor, 
uged 18, and Fred Jonghin, a shift hand, of 
Arrowthwaite, aged 19. 

One other man was brought up 
he was so exhausted that he died 
to the infirmary. 

Crowds of people lingered near the pit head 
all day anxiously awatling news of the en- 
tombed men, but at four o'clock the worst 
fears of those acquainted with such operations 
were realised. Six more bodes of men, who 
ebviously were overwhelmed some distance from 
the scene the explosion, were then brought 
up. Five have been identified as Robert 
McCreadic and Robert Denwood, coal hewers, 
Joseph Moore, a deputy; Albert Rowe, sluift 
hand, and Morris Tyson. 

It subsequently transpired that 80 men were 
employed at the pit, of whom 29 were entombed. 
With nine bodies so {ai accounted ror, there re- 
mains but a forlorn hope that any of the others 
will be resevied alive. 

WATCHERS’ ANGUISH, 
o'clock seventeen bodies had been re- 

There were distressing scenes at the 
pithead as the ambulance men moved away 
with their burdens. Two more bodies “were 
brought up at 10 o'clock. 

Among the killed are George McBreadie and 
two sons, Robert and Gordon; others iden- 
titied were Leonard Hellon, Robert McDougal, 
Thomas Moore, William Heard, John <Airk- 
patrick, John Moore, and Thomas Corley. 

There is but a forlorn hope that any of the 
entombed men will be found alive. Operations 
were continued throughout the night, and it 
is expected that the way to the seat of the 
explosion will be cleared by this morning, 
Relatives of missing men kept an all-night 
vigil at the pithead. 
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FALL TO PIT BOTTOM, 
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SEVERAL MINERS INJURED. 
Twelve men were injured in a cage accident

the usual place, their cage crashed to the 
pit bottom.

LOSSES IN THE 
FOUR COURTS. 
DESTRUCTION IN THE 
RECORD OFFICE. 
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The magnitude of the nation's loss in 
the destruction of the Four Courts is daily 
becoming more and more apparent. From 
the first it was clear when one saw the way 
that the buildings had been gutted that 
the lóss of vast guantities oí irreplaceabla 
documents would be:inevitable, but it was 
hoped that when the débris had been 
examined much important matter would 
be retrieved. In some instances this hope 
has been realised; “in others it has been 
found that matters are even worse than 


the worst anticipations. 

The Record Office has suffered to an even 
greater degree than was feared. In the [Iris 
Times of July 12 there appeared an account c.f 
much of the valuable records which.were stored 
there. These included the Census returns for 
1821, 1841, and 1851; the parish registers of the 
Episcopal Church, historical records of every 
branch of the High Courts of Justice. and price- 
less papers referring to the Cromwellian period, 
to mention only a few. These have. it is now 
definitely believed, all perished. In fact, a few 
dozen will books are al] that have been salved. 

The records of the Landed Estates Courts are 
believed to have perished absolutely. These in- 
cluded documents and papers concerning estates 
and property throughout the whole of Ireland. 

In the Land Registry department things are 
not quite bad. Even had the worst fears 
been borne out, it is understood that in most 
cases duplicates are preseryed by local registrars 
in the district in whieh ‘the preperty concerned 
is situated. The papers in this’ hranch  eon- 
tained details of purchases through the Land 
Commission. The explorers have not vet reached 
the actual strong rooms, but sufficient data has 
been discovered to warrant the hope that their 
valuable contents will be quite safe. 
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MINORITIES, 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The assembly of the League of Nations met 
to-day, when Professor Gilbert Murray moved 
a resolution relative to the measures taken by 
the League of Nations for the protection of 
minorities in the Baltic States. Reviewing the 
results of the new method adcrted by the 
Council on October 25 last year to deal with 
the question minorifies, he said that the 
metltcd, discrect and'extremcly reasonable, was 
based upon the fuudamenta! principles of the 
League of Nations.

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IRELAND IN TRAVAH, 
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“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


On Saturday the members of the new Irish 
Parliament will. come face to face with a situa 
tion which, grave before, has been even more 
perilous since the death of Mr. Collins. With 
the signing of the Treaty Irishmen accepted 
complete responsibility for ‘the governance of 
their country. In so far as the British Govern. 
ment and the British people have been com 
cerned they have had full and unrestricted op- 
portunity. Irish desires have been gratified 
and Irish susceptibilities coneulted with a 
generosity and understanding unparalleled in 
Anglo-Irish history. The result of this policy, 
however, has been to apply the sternest of all 
tests to Irish political capacity. Hitherto the 
response has been but feeble. 

The Provisional Government have, it is true, 
surmounted difficulties that once bade fair to 
overwhelm them. They have avoided absolute 
discredit in council and registered limited pro- 
gress in the field, but the test has not even 
yet been applied to them in its full strength. 
Obviously. the country requires strong leader 
ship, not merely in military, but also in 
political, affairs. It would be easy to point to 
instances in which weakness or cowardice on 
the part of the Irish Government has temporised, 
and may still temporise, with fundamental 
principle. There is the question of more 
than two thousand loyalist refugees who 
have fled from Ireland to this country, 
to be followed, perhaps, by thousands more, 
unless the -.scandal of which: they are the 
evidence be boldly faced. Here, at all events, 
the Irish Government must choose whethe 
they will acquiesce in conditions under which 
private jealousy. Creed, or sheer lust blood 
are to run unchecked, or take a sireng and 
effectual stand upon the equal rights of all 
[rish citizens.
